writes to the Philadelphia Telegraph: A 
very curious industry in Paris, aha one thnt 
is more extensive than might bo supposed 
from that of nature, is that of paints, pen- 
cils, ^and powders for making lip the com- 
plexion. Most of tho groat perfumers, such 
as Guerlain, Piror, &c., havo a back' room 
to their shops specially devoted to this mys- 
terious comnierae. Tho ordinary method, 
daubing tho face, first with white paint and 
then with rouge, finds no favor with tho 
consummate nrtists who loach tho uso of 
those beautifying compounds. For whiten- 
ing tho skin a preparation is shown that is 
composed of somo insoluble powder in a 
liquid; tho bottle must first bo well shaken 
and a very small quantity of its contents 
must bo taken on a fine old linen rag or -bit 
of cotton and rubbed round and round till 
tho preparation has penetrated Iho ekin 
thoroughly. 
This wash makes tho com- 


pleiion beautifully white without a trace of 
the ilouriuess of powder or ordinary paint. 
It is very costly, being sold at SIS for a 
small bottle full. 
Next comes the rouge, 


which is also very costly, boing valued at 
$18 for a box of Iho best quality. 
From 


this superfine article tho grades descend 
through different prices till wo reach tho 
course sixty cent rouge, which no well-bred 
beauty will condescend to use. Different 
shades of rouges are sold for different occa- 
sions: there is a shade for daylight, one for 
tho theatre, one for tho ball room, one for 
the raco course, &o. 
Then wo havo a scar- 


let liquid used for coloring tho lips, and a 
black powder for blackening the e^lgcs of 
the eyelid; this last requires somo dexterity 
in its uso, as it must be put on as a powder 
and then delicately "washed in" with a flno 
linen rag and lukewarm water. 
Black and 


brown pencils are used for marking tho arch 
of the eye heavy, and a pencil of dolicatest 
blue comes for tracing tho veins "on tho 
white surface of the painted skin. 
To aid 


in this last crowning touoh of tho whole ar- 
tistic performance, ft chart has been pre- 
pared which gives with medical accuracy 
tho position of every vein in the human 
face, neck and ohost. Tho negative quality 
of harmleasnoss is claimed for most of these 
pigments, yet deaths from too free uso of 
them ore not uncommon.

"Johnny, Johnny, wou't yon take my 


lamb, too ?"

"What for?" 
"Why, for eomo poor littlo girl iu tho 


towu where there isn't Anything to oat," 
urge*] Mftry,hcr suii-bonnet falling unheeded 
iuto tho dust, as she hold up her offering to 
the causo of liberty. 


"Why, it can't walk to Boston," said tho 


boy, 
running back to recover a stray sheop. 


"You can carry it in your arms," she 


urged. 


"Givo it lo mo, then" 
Who gflvo it, saying: 
"Bo good lo it, Johnny, and give it EQIBQ 


milk to drink tonight. It dou't eat much 
grass yet." 


And so Johnny Manning inarched away, 


over and down and out of sight, with Mary's 
lamb ia his arms. As for Mary herself, 
littlo woman that she was, having made her 
bacrifico, Bho would have dropped on tho 
grass, after picking up her suu-bouuet, hud 
had a good cry over her loss, hod it not bo(U 
for Goodwifo Eldorhin standing thoro in the 
road, waiting for her. \fiih a sharp, look at 
tho child, the woman loft the highway to go 
to her o'ffii house, and Mary went honio, 
hopiug that no one would ask her about tho 
lambk. Tho flock of shcop marched until tho 
noontide, when a lialt was ordered. After 
that they wont onward over hill anil river, 
with rest at uiyht. aud at uoou, until Iho 
town of llosbury. was reached. At this 
place tho sheep were left to bo taken to 13os- 
toc, when opportunity could be had. 


With Mary's lamb iu his arina, Joliuuy 


Manning accompanied tho messenger, who 
wont «p Boston neck to carry a letter to tho 
"Selectmen of tho Town."- That letter has 
boon preserved aud is carefully kept among 
the treasured documents of the Massachu- 
setts historical sociofy. It is loo long to 
be given here, but, after begging Boston to 
suffer and be strong remembering what had 
been done for tho country by its founders, 
it closes in these words: "Wo know you 
suffer, and feel for you. As u testimony of 
our commiseration, of your luitjfor tunes, we 
have procured a small flock of sheep, which 
at this season are not so good as wo could 
wish, but are the best we had. This small 
present gentlemen, wo bog you would accept 
and apply to tho relief of the honest, iudus- 


• trious poor, who are most oppressed by tho 


late oppressive acts."; Then, after a promise 
of future help in case of need, the letter is 
signed by Samuel Grey, Ebenozer Devotion, 
and seven other names, ending with that of 
Hezekiah Manning. * 


A British officer, seeing the lamb in John- 


ny's arms, offered to buy it, bribing him 
with a bit of gold ; but Johnny said there 
wasn't any gold in the laud that ho would 
exchange it for, and so the lamb reacheii 
Boston in safety before tho sheep got there. 
As Johnny walked along the streets he was 
busy looking out for some poor little girl to 
give it to, according to Mary's request. 


"I must wait," he thought, "until I line 


some one who is almost starved." 


Presently ho heard from over his head a 


cry of distress, which iri an instant, changed 
to one of admiration. 
lie stepped into the 


street and looked upward. 
The Inmb in hii 


arms gave a plaintive bloat, and the chile 
looking down s&id, "Oh, see ! see ! A lauib. 
A live lamb in Boston town !" 


"Do you want it ?*' ohoutod Johnny, loud 


enough to bo hoard all along tho street. 


Then there was heard the sound of swift 


feet on the stairway, and scon, a minute af- 
ter, two bare, eager arms outstretched for 
Mary Rob-bias's lamb. 


Johnny told tho story very briefly. 
"Tell her," cried tho child, "we'll keep i 


till we're starving to death." 


Johnny was almost too far away to heai 


her, for he had nearly lost sight of the mes 
seugor, and was running to overtake him. 


When the Boston Gazette of July 4, 1774, 


reached tho village of AVindhani its inhabi' 
Unts were surprised at the following au> 
nouncoment, more particularly us not one o, 
them know where the last sheep came 
from :— 


"Lout week, were driven to the neighboring towu 


of lloxbury two himhred uuii lllty-eight ehecp, n 
generous contribution of our tjynipnthfziiiQ bretbrui 
uf tho towuof Wiuduaiu, in tho colony of Conncetl 
cut; to bo distributed for the employment or relief o 
those who may be BUiTorera by tho menus of the ae 
of Parliament, culled tho Bcstcm Putt Dill." 


Johnny Manning, when ho returned lo 


Windham, privately explained the matter to 
Mary Robins by telling her that when the 
sheep were numbered at Koxbury hocountd" 
In her lamb.
